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Japan's  foreign  policy,  whioh  alias  ultimately  at  the  con¬

3*  Renovation  of  Internal  Structure, 

What  is  urgently  required  in  internal  administration  is 
the  laying  of  the  foundation  for,e  state  structure  for  national 
defense  through  a  complete  renovation  of  the  domestic  adminis¬ 
tration  in  general,  for  which  purpose  the  Government  expects 
the  realization  of  the  following  points* 

A,  Renovation  of  education  thoroughly  in  harmony 
with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  national  polity, 
and  also  the  establishmont  of  ethioal  principles  of  the 
nation  stressing,  above  all,  sorvioe  to  the  state  and 
eradicating  all  selfish  and  materialistic  thoughts, 

B,  Establishment  of  a  pororful  new  political 
structure  and  a  unified  control  of  govornmont  affairs* 

a.  i.8tablislunont  of  a  new  national  structure, 
of  which  the  keynote  lies  in  the  service  to  the 
state  through  tho  co-operation  between  government 
and  people,  every  man  according  to  the  sphero  of 
profession  or  business, 

b.  Renovation  of  the  «iet  as  an  organ  for 
assisting  the  Throne,  so  us  to  adapt  it  to  the 
new  national  structure# 

c.  Fundamental  renovation  in  tho  operation 
of  administrative  organs,  end  tho  reformation  of 
the  bureaucracy,  aimed  at  the  unity  and  efficiency 
of  those  organs. 


C,  Laying  the  foundation  of  national  defense  eooncmy, 
of  which  tho  keynote  is  to  lie  in  the  autonomous  development 
of  the  economy  of  Japan,  Manohukuo  and  China  with  Japan 
as  the  center.

o.  Establishment  of  tho  measures  for  solf-aiffioienoy  in 
the  people's  daily  necessities  especially  in  the  principal 
foodstuffs. 

f.  An  epoch-making  expansion  of  tho  vital  industries  — 
especially  hoavy,  chemical  ruid  machine  industries. 

g.  An  epoch-making  promotion  of  soionco,  and  rationalization 
of  production. 

h.  Perfection  end  extension  of  tho  ocmiamication  and 
transportation  facilities  so  ns  to  adapt  them  to  the  now 
developments  at  homo  and  abroad. 

i.  Establishment  of  land  development  plans  aiming  at 
the  enhancement  of  tho  total  national  strongth. 

D.  Inauguration  of  permnont  measures  concerning  the  promotion 
of  the  stamina  and  physical  strongth  of  the  nation,  and  especially 
tho  fundamental  measures  concerning  tho  soourity  and  development 
of  agrioulturo  and  agricultural  oommunitios. 

E,  Rectification  of  tho  inequality  in  individual  sacrifices 
incidont  of  national  polioiesj  full  opiratian  various  v/olfaro 
measures,  and  renovation  of  tho  living  nodo  of  tho  nation,  and 
the  maintenance  of  suoh  standard  of  living  as  will  enable  tho 
nation  to  load  a  plain,  solid  and  vigorous  life  and  to  surmount 
tho  national  crisis  by  persovering  truly  through  years  of  hardship.

V'e  should  be  reaolvod  toaimount  all  obstacles,  both  matorial 
and  BDiritual.  lying  in  our  path,  /urthomoro,  in  concert  with  thoso 
friendly  fowars  which  oro  propnrod  to  oo-oporato  with  ns,  we  should  a  r  vo 
with  courage  and  dotormination  for  tho  fulfilment  of  tho  idoal  and  the 
heav on-ordained  mission  of  our  country. 
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
